REPORTED ATTACK ON A PRISON. 


There was much’ rifle and revolver shooting 
in Dublin City and suburbs during the small 
hours of vesterday morning. So far as could 
be ascertained, from inquiries on Sunday, no 
persons were admiited to the city hospitals us 
a result of the firing. The shooting caused 
alarm in many households. 

There was very heavy firing between 1 and 2 
a.m. yesterday in the vicinity of Mountjoy 
Prison, and the general belief was that an 
armed atiack was being made upon the build- 
ing Nothing transpired yesterday, however, 
to confirm this theory, and if there had been 
an atta¢k it proved unsuccessful. 

With reference to a shooting incident which 
occurred near “the junction of College street 
and Westmoreland street on Saturday evening 
lust, it appears that it followed immediately 
upon a collision between two motor vehieles, 
one Of whith contained a patiy of Roral Trish 
Constabulary and the other a party of LR.A.. 
accompanied by one of the members of the 
Trish: Provisional. Government. When the 
collision took place a number of pedestrians 
called upon the driver of the R.LC. car to pull 


up, but he either did net hear them or did not’ 


comply with the request. Immediately after- 
wards a shot was beard, and it is stated to 
have been fired by a civilian, who drew a 
pistol.

TWELVE HOURS’ BATTLE WITH 
MOUNTAINOUS SEAS. 

From various yaris of England reports give 
details of damege by the storm. 

The Lyme Regis (Dorset) lhfeboait was out 
for over twelve hours on Saturday night to the 
assistance of a five-masted sailing ship, Jessie, 
bound from Cardiff. te. Alexandria, with coal. 
The Jessie was helplessly disabled, and baving 
only one anchor was in grave dancer of being 
driven ashore near Cheal Beach. 

terrific gale had been raging for two days, 
and mountaipous seas were running. Every 
stitch of the Jéssie’s canvas. had been blown 
away, and one of ber two petrol engines had 
broken down. The ‘coxewain «of the lifeboat 
was unable, owing to the heavy rolling of the 
vessel, to put lifeboatmen on board the Jessie, 
bat remained by the vessel. throughovi the 
night. On Sunday morning the seas having 
abated, the Jessie was taken in tow by tugs. 

At Falmouth two men named Moses Jones 
and John Williams. of Nevin, North Wales, 
were washed overboard, and drowned. Two 
other men named Richard Jones, brother of 
Moses Jones, and Danie] Denny Jones, were 
killed. The chief officer, Robert Williams, of 
Nevin, had his shoulder dislocated, and jhe 
base of iis skull fractured.” The second en- 
ginéer and three sailors were almost hurt. 

A young apprentice named H V. MeMillan, 
of Newcastle-on-Tyne, had a remarkable escape. 
He clung to a rail. but one of his shoulders 
was wrenched out of position, and it is feared 
has been fractured.

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CHIEF SECRETARY’S NEW 
TRIBUNAL. 

The Chief Secretary for Ireland has appoiiited 
the following Tribunal to consider and report 
upon cases of any individual members of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, who, in their opinion, 
are suffering exceptional hardship not other- 
wise provided for by reason of the disbandment 
of the force, and also io consider applications 
from members of the force for the grant of dis- 
turbance allowance and other provisions laid 
down in the terms of disbandment :—

Pormanent Under Secretary of State, Home 
Office), Chairman; Mr. G. ©. Upeott, C.B., 
Treasury; Mr. E. M. Clayton, Assistant 
Inspector-General, R.1.C.; Mr. L. N. B. Odgers, 
M.C., Irish Office, Secretary to the Tribunal. 

All communications relating te the work of 
the Tribunal should be addressed to the Secre- 
tary, R.I.C. Tribunal, Irish Office, Old Queen 
street, London, 8.W. 1. 

Interviewed with regard to this Tribunal, the 
official representatives of the men at Ship street 
Barracks, Dublin, stated yesterday that it was 
simply in accordance with the terms of dis- 
bandment. 

As typical of the cases of the hardship referred 
to. our representative was told of the following : 

A sergeant in Galway, after demobilisation, 
went home, and had to clear out at & moment's 
notice, with a family of six yo children and 
his father-in-law. They crossed the Channel by 
the night boat without knowing where to go 
on their arrival in England. 

Another case was that of a woman with nine 
children, who was ordered out of her house and 
home, and had to go to Dublin, where she found 
shelter in a public institution. 

At Portlaw, Co. Waterford, an R.I.C. con- 
stable was ordered to leave the place within 
21 hours, and his wife within six days. 

As a body, the men have no great faith in 
this Tribunal, because of some difficulty in re- 
gard to expenses already incurred. 


COMPENSATION AND PENSION, 


The Constabulary (Ireland) Bill, which has 
just been issued, provides for the disbandment 
of the R.1.C, on a day not later than the 3ist 
day of May, 1922, to be fixed by the Lord 
Lieutenant. 

Every officer and constable on his retirement 
will be entitled to receive such com i 
as may be awarded to bim by the Treasury 
in accordance with the rules contained in the 
9th Schedule to thé Government of Jreland Act, 
1920, as amended, and modified by the provi- 
sions set out in the schedule to this Act; and, 
in the event of his dying after a compensation 
allowance has been awarded to him, the Trea- 
sury shell have power, if they think fit, te 
grant a pension or gratuities to his widow and 
children. 

The provisions of Article 15 (which relates to 
assignment and regulations as to payment of 
pensions, etc.), Article 16 (which re to for- 
feiture of pension or allowance), and Article 17 
(which relates to suspension of pension in cases 
of service in another force, etc.) of the R.L.C. 
Pensions Order, 1922, shall apply as respects 
compensation allowances awarded in pursuance 
ot this section in like manner as they apply 
as respects pensions under that Order, with the 
substitution of references to the Treasury for 
references to the Inspector-General. 

Provisions are made regarding the pension 
payable on eventual retirement to those who 
take service in any police force, or are ap- 
pointed to any office remunerated out of 
moneys provided by Parliament, including any 
— which may be established in Tre- 

nd. 

_ The Treasury may, on application, and sub- 
ject to certain provisions, commute a portion 
of the compensation allowance awarded for an 
annuity for a term of two years, but ceasing 
on death, if within that term. 

All compensation payable to officers and con- 
stables of the R.I.C. under this Act (including 
any compensation which is to be treated as so 
payable), and any pensions and ities 
granted to widows and children of suc 
and constables in pursuance of this Act, shai 
be paid out of moneys provided by Parliament.’

Mr. Goedwin Preece, of Cross Hill Hous 
near Shrewsbury, has issued a challenge to Mr.
